EXPECT £16 
A WEEK 


London. 

OMEN get a raw 

deal on pay in this 
country, reveals a re 
markable survey on 
what people earn ina 
recent Ministry of La- 
bour Gazette. 


This first major examination 
of wages since 10938 clears up 
many misconceptions caused 
by the Ministry’s semi-annual 
Bavestigation into average 
earnings. 


The Ministry's last average- 
Carnings survey, published in 
January, showed that men had 
£14 10s. 8d. and women £7 8s. 
4d. in the second pay-seeck of 
last October. 

Today's far more exhaustive 
inquiry shows how mlsleading an 
average can be and what a wide 
range exists between the lightest 
and heaviest pay pockets. 


SHATTERED 
In fact, only one man in five 


Rets between £13 and £16 a 
week ond nearly 28 per cent of 


the men in this country curn 
less than £12 a week. 

On the other hand, nearly one 
in eight hada gross pay packet 
of more than £20 a week Sast 
Ogtober, Fower than one per 
cent notchod a pay packet of 
more than £30 a week 

The report also shatters the 
notion that Britain’s miners are 
in the £1,000-a-yenr class. It 
shows that fewer than a quarter 
of the underground workers got 
more than £20 a week, though 
elght mincra got £50 a week or 
more. 

Better off than miners are the 
deckers. Last November one 
third of them got more than 
220 a week, and 17 earned 
more than £50 a.week. 


THE HOURS 


But women fare badly against 
these high earnings. : 

The Ministry reveals that 
about 60 per cent of the women 
in industry earned between £6 
and, £9 o week. But 37 per 
cent of them carned less than 
£7, and only 13 per cent earned 
£10 or more. Barely three per 
cent cared more. than £12 a 
week, 
Although it is true that women 
Kenerolly worked about seven 
hours n week less than men, 
good camings for women peter 
out so quickly that the Ministry 
allotted them a top-bracket of 
enly “£16 and over.” Worked 
out to a decimal, fower than one 
woman in 300 qualified for this 


group.

In all this he was no more 
than acting In character. At 
Eton and Cambridge. a friendly 
and popular figure, he tended 
tu be distinguished more in 
athietic than academic spheres. 

In the shipyard to which his 
father sent hlm to learn the 
rudiments of his trade, and in 
the German prison camp where 
he spent much of the war, he 
was essentially one of the lads. 
He married a girl called Pamela 
Sue, as full of humour and free 
of pretension as himself. 

To a shipping world used to 
deal wlth a succession of Iron 
Chancellors of Cunard, Sir 
John's pleasant manner is an 
agreeable surprise. 

But Iron Chancellors are a 
thing of the past.

Three Appeal Court judges 
have reversed o decision of Mr 
Justiee Diplock, who last July 
halted Miss Pamela Berry's 
aclion for malicious prosecu- 
tion, 


Auburn - haired Miss Berry, 
35 - year - old former actress, 
sat on the front bench of the 
eourt the other day as Lords 
Justices Ormerod, Deviln, and 
Danckwerts read judgments 
based on legal arguments heard 
four months ago. 


It was in January 1959 that 
Miss Berry, of Sussex-square, 
Brighton, travelled by train 
between Brightgn and Lancing 
and pulled the communication | 
cord because, she claimed, she 
was scared of a man in the 
compartment who was himself 
later fined. 


She was prosecuted. for pull- 
ing the cord unnecessarily and 
fined 20s. and 27s, costs. She 
appealed to Quarter Sessions, 
had the convictlon and fine 
quashed, and was given £15 
15s. costs, 


her action for 
prosecution on 
grounds that the prosecution 
damaged her “fair name.” She 
sought £64, the difference be- 
tween the actual defence ex- 
penses and the £15 153. allow- 
ed. 


The judge ruled that after 
the court had given her £15 
15s. she could make no fur- 
ther. claim and he ruled that 
prosecutlon was not damaging 
to her “fair name.” 


The Appeal Court judges held 
that, unlike a costs decision 
In o civil action, a person culng 
for alleged malicious prosecu- 
tion might wel) clalm the ba- 
lance between what he or she 
had paid and had been allowed.
